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'Survival' Still Teaches What Tech Cannot

Any Old Rochester 7th-grader who's lived in the Tri- 
Town since the early 1970s knows what it's like to experience 
Survival. Some of those very first ORR Junior High School 
students to experience a Survival excursion, which is the 
annual end-of-the-year trudge into a classroom like no other 
— the wilderness — are now pushing 60. But during a time

when teenagers are likely more adept at creating computer 
programs and coding and less skilled at tasks like starting a 
fire in the wild or pitching a tent. Survival may just be more 
relevant today than it was decades ago. 

What started out as a one-day trek into the woods of 
the much less-developed Rochester of yore is now a week- 
long immersion in the woods of western Massachusetts, and 
a deeply embedded Tri-Town tradition that has survived 
three generations of Tri-Townies, enduring as a common 
right of passage for its youth year after year after year. 

Early this Sunday morning, Tri-Town's current 
7th-graders became the next line of students to stare down 
that "shared road to a stronger self," converging in front 
of the junior high with those who chose that shared road 
as Survival guides. Long lines of backpacks waited in 
crooked rows across the lawn while the 7th-graders, older 
students who've already done Survival, and their adult 
leaders mingled in small groups and mentally prepared 
for the challenging week ahead. They've already physically 
prepared for the experience, having been assigned a list of

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required gear and physical training activities, but how would 
they cope emotionally, away from their parents, pets, comfy 
beds, and electronic devices? 

Kevin "KT" Thompson knew exactly what the 
kids were feeling that bright and breezy morning, having 
experienced Survival himself as a 7th-grader in 1988 and 
every year since, with his involvement, now in its 30th year. 
"Cautiously excited" is one of those prevailing ambiguous 
sentiments, Thompson said. 

"They're probably thinking they're half excited 
and half 'what am I gonna do without my PlayStation or 
my cell phone?" said Thompson. And there are no Dunkin' 
Donuts out there, either, he said. But the sacrifice is worth it, 
added Thompson, because Survival gives the kids more than 
the caffeine jolt of an iced coffee ever could- it gives them 
confidence, self-reliance, and a life-changing experience. 

The environment is controlled, said Thompson, and 
it's safe. But it's unknown and unpredictable, "And they just 
know that it's gonna be hard," Thompson said. 

"They'll be learning to do things they never 
imagined they'd be able to do," he said. "Surviving a week 
in the woods without technology, especially in a society 
that's so dependent on technology - going completely old 
school." 

Thompson, a Scout in his boyhood and now a Scout 
leader in Rochester, knows all about what old school entails. 

"This is my bread and butter and it enables me to 
bring those kinds of skills to them," said Thompson. "And 
most of them don't really know what it does for them, what 
it teaches them - to be independent, but working with others. 
Right now, they're too young to know what it means." 

As part of the challenge, students are required to 
make their own shelters out of the natural materials they 
find in the woods, said Thompson. "They make it, they live 
in it, it's their responsibility." 

And the community has been overwhelmingly 
supportive of the annual endeavor, Thompson added. 

"It's a 45-year program that's got more community 
support than anything I've ever seen," he said. The towns 
provide some funding, and local police and fire. Survival 
graduates, and a host of other members of the community 
either donate to the program or attend in in some capacity 
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as leaders, guides, and assistants. "It's massive/' said 
Thompson. 

As the busses pulled up, it was last call for iced 
coffee and a quick assessment of the required gear: rollup 
sleeping mat, check. Water bottle, check. Tartan kilt, check 
— but only if you're KT. 

The boys with their baseball caps and the girls with 
their carefully tightened braids to keep camp hair away 
loaded their packs, gave one last goodbye hug to their mom, 
and boarded the busses. Next stop for the excited students: 
Northfield, Massachusetts for Survival 2018. As for the 
moms, they wiped their tears and retreated home to their 
child's room to smell their pillow until the return of their 
beloved survivors - who, according to Thompson, will be 
back smelling less sweet, and more like survival.

undimmed. 

Ponder tells us that, through travel, a rather novel 
activity for a woman to experience alone in the 1800s, 
Bates found the inspiration to write words to the song 
some often say should be our national anthem. 

Ponder's book. Sea to Shining Sea , follows Bates 
through her years of study and teaching at Wellesley 
Collage to travels that took her to exotic ports of call. And 
while her friends and female associates were doing what 
most women of that era were expected to do, marry. Bates 
delved into her studies and dreamed of faraway places. 

Bates' early life would certainly shape her 
intellect. Her mother was an educated woman who 
attended Wellesley, married a clergyman, and became 
a widow one month after Katherine was born. The next 
decade or more would find the family frequently moving 
to make ends meet. Spending the Civil War years in 
Falmouth, Ponder explained, exposed Bates to not only 
the adventures of sea travel as ships arrived and departed 
from the harbor, but also the impact of war as troops 
marched down Main Street headed south for battle. 

Ponder said that the assassination of Lincoln, 
although occurring when Bates was a young girl, left a 
deep impression on the child. "The nation's sorrow was 
her own..." 

During those years. Bates would see widows 
struggling to support their families, working hard, and 
managing it all with creative imagination and brawn. 

"She was learning that women had to be capable," Ponder 
believes. 

In adulthood. Bates' studies and her desire to 
travel the world would be the gateway by which she 
could explore, but moreover, inject into her written works 
a deeper insight into the human condition. 

From her travels throughout America, Bates 
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observed the vast open spaces, the plains, mountains, 
and the seas. Ponder said Bates traveled far and wide 
throughout the country and relished all that she saw 
firsthand. Bates also witnessed the darker side of a 
country growing through industrialization, observing 
with her own eyes the evils of sweatshops and over¬ 
crowded tenement buildings. 

Bates was a prolific writer throughout her 
lifetime. From publishing a magazine geared towards 
youth, to a groundbreaking book on American literature, 
to writing for The New York Times , she was a Renaissance 
woman. 

Bates' most famous poem, one could easily argue 
is, America the Beautiful. Many of us know it by heart. 

The poem, on closer examination, tells us about 
her travels across a country that was just beginning 
to march towards its esteemed position in the world. 
Through her eyes, we see the endless plains, the 
mountaintops, and the seas. We breathe in the rarified 
air of Pike's Peak and we glimpse the Pacific for the first 
time. We also visualize the Founding Fathers penning The 
Constitution, soldiers fighting for freedom and the unity 
of the country, as well as divine providence guiding the 
way. We see Bates' America, possibly an America we are 
still striving to create. 

Ponder has researched Bates for many years with 
this latest book being her third biography on a woman 
whose footsteps she has followed. Ponder has traveled 
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across the globe to find Bates waiting, and she has poured 
through boxes of documents and Bates' personal papers 
to understand more fully a woman of great intellectual 
depth. 

"I found her diaries," said Ponder. "I could hear 
her voice!" 

Ponder is also a scholar of Nathaniel Hawthorne 
and has written extensively about an author that Bates 
herself knew in life.

An Anthology of Bird Feathers

The most surprising discovery about birds by 
paleontologists uncovering prehistoric fossils is that 
dinosaurs likely grew feathers between their bones to stay 
warm during the Jurassic period. 

This proved that birds were descended from 
prehistoric monsters like Tyrannosaurus Rex. From 
this, we also learned that the origin of bird feathers is a 
historical adventure in research. 

The fact that they learned to fly some 150 
million years ago and did not perish when volcanic ash 



smothered most other life makes birds the most successful 
surviving creatures on the planet. 

Perhaps the oldest bird watching expression 
"Birds of a feather flock together" goes back in time 
some 400 years to 1599 when The Lexicons of Early Modern 
English was compiled. And in nature, birds do, in fact, 
form flocks as safety in numbers helps prevent predation. 

Today, feathers are classified in groups of 
anatomy: body down (for warmth), contour (overall 
smooth appearance), and flight (wings and tail). The 
color and design of plumage, like the peacocks of my 
illustration, enables, in particular, males to become better 
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at flirting with potential partners. Courtship displays are 
plumage spectaculars with macho males pouting and 
inflating in an exotic ego trip. 

Feathers also permit seasonal molting and color 
morphing such as with the snowy owl and Northern 
ptarmigan changing to white in winter and brown in 
summer. The popular partridge audibly uses his wing 
feathers to drum on a log for female attention. At each 
longitude, the tone of his plumage matches the degree of 
grey or red of the clay in the soil of its habitat. 

However, in the 19th century, the beauty of 
wild bird feathers suddenly and fatefully turned against 
them with the fashion feather market for ladies millinery 
centers in New York and London. More than 5 million 
birds annually were being slaughtered, including 130,000 
egrets for their brilliant white gossamer wisps. 

But two Boston socialite ladies, Harriet 
Hemenway and Minna Hall, who campaigned for women 
to join a publicity intervention movement, turned the 
environmental tide and eventually 900 signed up to form 
a national federation. Through their efforts, the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act of 1918 made it illegal to take migratory 
birds for their feathers, putting an end to the omnipresent 
harmful plumage market and replaced it with the 
National Audubon Society, American Bird Conservation, 
and Partners In Flight. 

Since Leonardo da Vinci failed to invent a human 
flying machine by substituting feathers with artificial 
material, the artistic aerial ascent of angels and archangels 
filled a human need for the spiritual mythology he failed 
to achieve. I hope you nevertheless share with me the 
aerial wonder of nature and the ethereal flight connecting 
a celestial bridge between Heaven and Earth. 


Rochester Celebrates Its First Little Library

Little Free Libraries have been popping up all 
around Tri-Town - everywhere, that is, except for in 
Rochester. Now, however, Rochester residents are free to 
enjoy the tiny thrill of the Little Free Library at its new 
home at Rochester Memorial School, courtesy of the 
Rochester Cub Scouts Pack 30. 
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Jeff Jerome, Cub Scoutmaster for Pack 30, said 
every year the scouts implement a community project 
of some sort. Jerome told The Wanderer that last year the 
scouts installed a duck house behind Hartley Pond in 
coordination with the Mass Wildlife. 



"This year, after doing some research, I found 
there were no Free Little [Libraries] in Rochester, only in 
Mattapoisett and Marion," said Jerome. "So I talked with 
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the principal at RMS [and asked] if it was okay to install it 
there." 

The little library was constructed out of red 
cedar and mahogany so it would last for many years, 
Jerome said. "And all the boys in the den traced their 
hands on the side so they will remember what they did 
for community," he added, pointing to the handprints 
and names burned into the side of the little library with 
a wood burner. All the scouts -- Cash Jerome, Harvey 
and Eli Mecham, Nick and Jake Dufort, Owen Murray, 
Patrick O'Leary, Tim Mentzer, and Elijah Benson - are all 
represented. 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros said during a June 
18 follow-up that he was quite impressed. 

"They even put a solar panel in the back with 
a little LED light inside so it can light up at night," 
Medeiros said. 

The Little Free Library, as per the requirements 
to register with the non-profit organization, is fitted with 
a GPS unit, Medeiros said, so anyone who visits the area 
will be able to locate it at 16 Pine Street. 

Medeiros described the little library as an 
attractive and unique "birdhouse" of sorts, saying, "It's 
pretty nice!" 

Medeiros noted that, when the little library first 
went in, there were a few books inside that would come 
and go. Now, Medeiros said, that has changed. 

"The other day it was so full I actually had to 
adjust the books because the door wouldn't close right!" 
said Medeiros. 

Medeiros urged the community to enjoy the new 
Little Free Library located at his school, especially since its 
popularity is steadily increasing. 

"It's a great addition to the school and the 
community," said Medeiros. 

Sewer Users Brace for a 12-Year High Rate Hike

For most Marion residents, water rates won't be 
going up at all, with the exception of a 1 percent increase 
on the base rate, which will now be $41. But for Tier 3 
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water users, you will see an additional 2.5 percent increase 
averaging about $46 more per year. 

But as for sewer, this is the highest rate increase 
since 2007, according to Finance Director Judy Mooney. 

In addition to a 5 percent base rate increase, bringing the 
new base rate to $115.33, the Tier 1 rate was increase 3 
percent, and Tiers 2 and 3,10 percent. 

Tier 1 users, roughly 45 percent of Marion sewer 
users with an average usage of a one-person household, 
will see an approximate increase in their sewer bill this 
year of $27. Tier 2 users, about 40 percent of sewer users, 
on average may see an increase of around $65.52 next year, 
and Tier 3 users could see an average increase of $207.76. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen approved the 
recommended rates on June 19, conceding that almost 
all of the costs involved in running the water and sewer 
departments are fixed costs, leaving no opportunity to cut 
back to try and keep rates low. 

The committee charged with the annual task of 
proposing the water and sewer rates broke down the 
water and sewer enterprise budgets, and factored in 
estimated new debt when setting the next year's rate. 

"As you can see, the current rates are not gonna' 
swing it," said Mooney. "We're going to have a deficit no 
matter what." 

Mooney said the committee kept residents on 
fixed incomes in mind and tried to keep both the water 
and sewer rates as low as possible. The committee 
attempts every year to stick to a 2.5 percent increase, but 
as Mooney told the selectmen, "That did not swing it." 

"You'll see, even with our proposal, there's really 
not a lot of income in there, but it's probably the least 
amount of damage to the fixed income [residents]." 

Mooney said the committee is trying to shy away 
from the past practice of relying on something called 
"retained earnings," unforeseen revenue that is generated 
as a consequence of unanticipated circumstances, such 
as an increase in water usage during an especially dry 
season. 

"We tried to keep the [rates] as low as we can, but 
enough to support the actual budget and, as you can see, 
the sewer is going to be a tricky one," said Mooney. 
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Selectman John Waterman lamented the rate 
hikes, but said, "We're seeing rates going up pretty 
dramatically and it's no one's fault here.... There really 
aren't many expenses that we have any control over." 

In other matters, the board was just about to give 
Jon Howland and Matt Glynn permission to move ahead 
with the State permitting process for an aquaculture 
license about 100 feet from the shore at the eastern side 
of Planting Island Cove, until Harbormaster Isaac Perry 
reminded the board of the proper procedure. 

In order for the Board of Selectmen to allow 
an aquaculture applicant to move forward in the State 
permitting process, the board must hold a pubic hearing 
and properly notify the public. Once the state and the 
associated agencies grant approval, the license request 
then returns to the selectmen a second time for final 
approval of the license. 

Howland and Glynn's plan calls for a smaller- 
scale startup of up to 75,000 oyster seeds inside about five 
to six floating cages. As the oysters grow, the operation 
would expand to about 400 floating oyster bags inside an 
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area of about a half-acre. 

"We're not looking to start this with a bang," 
said Howland, whose family's land surrounds much of 
the area overlooking the proposed aquaculture farm, 
in addition to Sippican Lands Trust properties nearby. 
"We're looking for sustainably." Less intrusive, he 
clarified. 

As Glynn put it, "[We're] keeping the optical 
integrity in tact so that it's less intrusive to folks that 
might be wandering by.... We want to be good stewards 
of that area, and that property is something that is 
treasured and is beautiful and we want to maintain that." 

"This unique opportunity would give us the most 
minimal visual impact for anyone," said Howland. 

Selectman Randy Parker said, "That's a perfect 
spot. It's out of the way ... and it doesn't get any use for 
boats, so it's a good spot to use, actually, if it works." 

The public hearing for the aquaculture license 
will likely be July 31. 

Also during the meeting, Liz Hatch et al. 
from the Marion Garden Club proposed a town-wide 
beautification project that would include a new "Welcome 
to Marion" sign on the property of the Captain Hadley 
house, and various "lush" landscaping sites around town. 

There were some issues pertaining to who owned 
which of the proposed locations for plantings - the town, 
the state, or private residents -, which Hatch will have to 
investigate further. However, the selectmen voiced their 
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support and appreciation for Hatch's proposal, and even 
Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard supported 
providing Hatch with $3,000 from a supposedly unused 
$20,000 budget line item that once funded a part-time 
grant writer and is now included under the line item 
"Contract Services." 

"We'll have to look into that," said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said he had 
a couple issues in his head that he wanted to vet before 
advising the selectmen, including zoning requirements for 
signage. 

"I don't imagine it would be a problem," said 
Dawson, but it would be safer to investigate before 
approving the project, he suggested. 

In other business, Dawson told the board that 
there would be no fireworks this Fourth of July in Marion, 
which is why he says he hasn't heard much talk about 
fireworks this year. 

Today, the fireworks account only holds exactly 
$9,548.52, about 20 percent of what is needed to fund the 
'annual' event. 

"Nowhere near the amount necessary," said 
Dawson. 

The July selectmen's meeting schedule was 
changed slightly, with an additional meeting being added 
for July 31 to prevent too many weeks from passing 
between meetings. The next meeting after that one will be 
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August 21. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion police station. 

ORR T.U.R.F. Project Scaled Down 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
briefly told the Rochester Board of Selectmen on June 18 
that a recent Old Rochester Regional T.U.R.F. (Tri-Town 
Unified Recreational Facilities) meeting had committee 
members considering a more scaled-down project for 
ORRHS with a revised estimated cost of $2.6 million as 
opposed to the original project that had costs totaling 
north of $5 million. 

This scaled-down turf plan would cover the track 
rehab, the turf on the field, and the necessary equipment 
to maintain the turf, mentioned Szyndlar. 

According to Szyndlar, funding will provide only 
the most pertinent pieces of the project and there will be 
debt schedule estimates for each of the three towns in the 
near future. 

Also during the meeting. Selectman Paul Ciaburri 
prompted Szyndlar to briefly recount the plans for 
delinquent taxes. Szyndlar explained that the treasurer 
prepares and monitors a list of those who haven't paid 
taxes on a residence and handles all delinquent taxes. She 
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explained that as long as people are making a good faith 
effort, the Town would not begin foreclosure proceedings, 
as it's been a very long time since the Town has seized any 
properties. 

In other matters, the selectmen heeded the 
Rochester Conservation Commission's recommendation 
not to exercise their rights of 61A, the Right of First 
Refusal, on the Maksy property. They soon made a motion 
to approve the signing off of the property, which lies 
on Map 6, Lot 11 E and is being sold as a single-family 
housing lot with just over 2 acres. 

The board also held a "recognition event" to 
acknowledge six students from Rochester Memorial 
School who marked perfect attendance over the course 
of the previous school year. Euan Fredricks, Allison 
Winters, Alia Cusolito, Anna Pereira, Olivia DeSousa, and 
Ethan Furtado stepped up to the board of selectmen to 
shake hands and happily receive their award certificates, 
followed by a round of applause. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 10 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Solar Project Challenges Definitions in Bylaw

The Marion Planning Board dove deep into the 
proposal for a solar farm on Wareham Road on June 18, 
despite the best efforts of the chairman to focus on the big 
picture of how the project fit with the Town's solar bylaw. 

Zero Point Energy Solutions representatives 
Harold Reader and Brendan Gove returned to the board 
this evening prepared to answer questions raised at the 
previous meeting regarding the proposal for a solar farm 
on a 22-acre parcel at 439 Wareham Road just west of the 
Weweantic River. 

Reader presented a revised plan in which 
stormwater retention ponds were added on either side of 
the array field, along with a vegetative berm along Route 
6, and a stone swale to the east on the river side. 

The size of the array remains 15 acres of cleared 
area, but the number of panels has been slightly reduced 
due to this plan. The generation capacity remains the 
same. 

Reader reviewed a list of questions he had 
prepared in response to the board's concerns at the 
last meeting, assuring the board that the panels will be 
designed by an engineer and rated to withstand the wind 
and weather associated with the site. He also reiterated 
the minimal traffic impact of the project, with construction 
taking six to nine months, and subsequent traffic limited 
to semi-annual maintenance inspections. 

Reader stated that there were no health or 
environmental risks from the panels, as all the chemicals 
are enclosed in the weather-proof glass panels. 

The over-arching question was whether the 
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proposal complies with the Town's Solar Bylaw with 
respect to the size of the clearing for the array. The bylaw 
states, "Large-scale clearing of forested areas for the 
purpose of constructing systems is prohibited." 

The debate centers on the definition of 'large- 

scale.' 

Reader contends that, compared to other 
projects the company has done, this project is considered 
a medium size project. He also referred to the state 
regulations which require projects of 25 acres or more to 
request Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act Office 
approval. The state Department of Energy Resources 
describes a large solar array as having a 5-megawatt 
capacity; this project has a 3-megawatt capacity. 

In response to the data provided by Reader, board 
member Andrew Daniel described some of the research 
he had done since the last meeting. Daniel suggested 
the state had not clearly defined what it considered 
"large-scale," and contended that large-scale in western 
Massachusetts is different than in a seaside community 
like Marion. 

"It's dangerous to start making exceptions," said 
Daniel. "We have the bylaws for a reason." 

Chairman Will Saltonstall noted that he had 
spoken with town counsel who had observed that the 
board had latitude in interpreting the bylaw and the 
definition of large-scale. 

Norm Hills added, "[We are] here to see if the 
project fits in to the bylaws, not to make an exception - it's 
important to remember that." 

Board member Chris Collings weighed in, saying, 
"I've given this a lot of thought... I want to hear about the 
other side of the coin - the payments to the town. I want 
to hear more sizzle ..." 

Gove responded by describing the payment in 
lieu of taxes (PILOT) program that his company would 
enter into, pending negotiations with the Town. Gove 
estimated approximately $35-$40,000 annually over a 20- 
year period. He also touched on the possibility — not the 
guarantee — that his project may facilitate a solar project 
at the town landfill. 

Board member Eileen Marum raised the issue 
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of climate change, asking if the site is better for clean 
energy rather than residences. She highlighted the 
extreme weather events seen in other parts of the country 
and questioned the wisdom of building on this site. She 
described sloping land toward the Weweantic River, 
which could put the houses and their owners in danger 
of "sliding into the river" after a major rain event, saying, 
"It would be harmful to lose their homes, to lose their 
families." She added there would be fewer school children 
impacting the school system if this were a solar farm 
versus a housing development. 

Gove informed the committee there would be 
battery storage on site that could be made available to 
the town during power outages, with a four-day capacity. 
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depending on the load. There is also the possibility of the 
Town and individual businesses and residents purchasing 
the electricity directly from the project. 

Saltonstall brought the discussion back to the 
larger issue of the project conforming with the solar 
bylaw, saying, "Personally ... I'm a huge proponent of 
solar.... My gut is trying to make peace with forest to 
solar." He suggested the board needed to be rigorous in 
its review during the Major Site Plan Review and Special 
Permit phase with regard to the project's impact on the 
community. 

Daniel asked for the board to take a vote on the 
project, but Saltonstall, as well as Collings, said they 
did not have enough information to make that decision. 
Instead, the board voted on the two requests for waivers. 
They approved the traffic study waiver but did not 
approve the waiver for the environmental assessment. 

Gove sought clarification from the board, 
describing the financial risk his company would 
undertake if he moved forward with the project. Hills 
made it clear there was no guarantee it would be 
approved, saying, "It is our job to see what you want to 
do fits in with what our bylaws say." 

As the discussion came to an end, resident 
Sherman Briggs asked to address the board. He spoke 
passionately against approving the project, saying, "I was 
on the Planning Board when the bylaw was created. ... It 
was not created to help solar, but to hinder solar! [I am] 
concerned that town counsel said the Planning Board can 
[determine] large or small." 

In other business, the board approved an 
Approval Not Required application at 439 Wareham Street 
next to the Wells Gas Station, creating two conforming 
lots. Hills pointed out that the upland portion of the new 
lot was entirely in the 100-foot wetland buffer zone. 

The board inched closer to forming the Master 
Plan Implementation Committee, settling on the members 
of the committee and agreeing to schedule a meeting. The 
board will be sending comments to MassDOT regarding 
the Marion-Wareham Bridge replacement on Rt. 6. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for July 9, 2018 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Snow Fields is Back to the Drawing Board 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

On June 18, the Mattapoisett Planning Board and 
engineer David Davignon debated, discussed, dissected, 
and, in the end, sent the proposed Snow Field Road two- 
lot subdivision back to the drawing board. 

The issue for Davignon, representing Dennis 
Arsenault, was the current inertia of the project. He needs 
a plan that, in theory, is acceptable to the Planning Board 
before the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection appeal lodged by abutters can proceed. 
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Davignon said that, without some sort of 
guidance from the Planning Board on one of several 
design concepts he has presented over several hearings. 
The DEP would not proceed. 

The applicant has to demonstrate a willingness to develop 
plans that decrease the impact on wetlands. With the ball 
now clearly in their court, the Planning Board struggled, 
but eventually achieved enough thought cohesion to give 
Davignon what he needed to move forward. 

Another significant issue for the applicant: 
waivers. 

The board reviewed the waivers Davignon 
deemed necessary — eliminating sidewalks, slopes, cul- 
de-sacs either removed or added depending on Fire 
Department review, and the addition of a bump-out along 
one side of the lengthy proposed common driveway to 
allow a car to pass. 

Chairman Tom Tucker made it clear to the 
group of abutters in attendance that the board was not 
approving the project. 

"Just because we are talking about this doesn't 
mean its being approved," said Tucker. He explained that 
there would be many more hearings and documentation, 
including a peer review report, before the Planning Board 
would be at a point to take a vote. The focus on this night 
was to give Davignon guidance so he could develop 
another plan for DEP and Planning Board review. 

Resident Brad Hathaway once again spoke 
out about the pending State Ethics Commission ruling 
regarding allegations against Mike King, chairman of the 
Conservation Commission, regarding this project. 

"Why are we talking about this when we don't 
know what's going on with the Ethics Commission?" 
Hathaway continued, "Why don't we wait... It isn't fair 
to the town and the people in the town," he asserted. 
Hathaway then launched into his concerns about another 
project the Planning Board discussed informally at 
the previous meeting for property located on Chapel 
Road. Tucker explained town counsel's opinion that the 
Planning Board had the latitude to review the project as 
either a Form A division of lots, or a special residential 
district (SRD). 

Hathaway refrained from further comment. 

The hearing was continued until July 2. 

Also coming before the board was Scott Snow to 
informally discuss a subdivision and driveway project off 
Prospect Road. Snow wanted the Planning Board to not 
only provide him with guidance regarding the possibility 
of conserving two stately oak trees threatened if driveway 
or roadway plans had to meet standard widths, he 
wanted the board members to help create a design. 

"I'm seeking the board's help ... [with] maybe a 
waiver to keep the roadway at 11.6 inches, possibly with a 
voluntary protective covenant to maintain the roadway/' 
Snow wondered aloud. 

Tucker explained that whether the project 
included a private common driveway or a private 
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roadway, the 11.6-inch width wouldn't be acceptable. 

Tucker suggested Snow engage an engineer to 
help think through design options. 

Snow asked, "You can't tell us?" he continued, 
"I'd like the Planning Board to help plan." Tucker 
responded, "The only advice I can give you is to get an 
engineer, a good plan — we'll vote on it, deny it, then you 
can go to the [Zoning] Board of Appeals." 

Snow retorted, "I think the board should know 
enough to tell us what to do." 

Board members Janice Robbins and Tucker both 
told Snow that "we are not engineers" and he would be 
better served by trained professionals rather than by the 
board's attempts. 
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"We've given you our best advice," said 
Tucker. The board members did, however, give every 
consideration to the conceptual subdivision before again 
asserting that engaging an engineer would be Snow's best 
solution. 

Earlier in the meeting, engineer Brian Grady 
discussed the homeowners' covenant and surety 
agreement for the Appaloosa Lane subdivision. After 
reviewing necessary edits and changes to the covenant 
and review of the amount of the surety offered — $5,000 
— it was suggested that Highway Superintendent Barry 
Denham review the financials of the surety that will be 
put in place for the roadway completion. The hearing was 
continued until July 2.

Tabor Proposes Light Towers for Athletics Field 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

It's fair to assume everyone in Marion is familiar 
with Tabor Academy's athletic fields at the corners of 
Spring Street, Ryder Lane, and Front Street. For decades, 
Tabor Academy has occupied prime real estate in the 
village alongside residences in a mostly peaceful co¬ 
existence. However, the application for a Special Permit to 
construct five 90-foot high light towers dressed with LED 
lamps to illuminate the sports fields brought out a few 
abutters who believe Tabor isn't playing fair. 

Tabor's Head of School John Quirk made his 
presentation to the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
on June 14. He is requesting the Special Permit for the 
lighting plan due to the height of the proposed poles 
— any lighting over 35 feet high requires permitting, 
according to the Town's bylaw, stated Marion Building 
Inspector Scott Shippey. 

Quirk said that when the fields were expanded 
and upgraded some seven years ago, it was always 
Tabor's plan to add lighting for use of the fields after 
sundown. However, given the litigation that found Tabor 
as the defendant and the Town of Marion as the plaintiff 
in the absence of an application for permission to do so, 
the lights were never installed. Part of the Court's decision 
required that Tabor file a separate new application for 
lighting plans. 

Now armed with lighting and glare studies. Quirk 
explained the institution's rationale. 

"We always planned to light the fields," said 
Quirk. "It would be advantageous to school activities. 
Also, the town could use the fields in reasonable ways. It's 
exciting and interesting for the community." 

Continuing, Quirk explained that he had been 
working with the neighbors to allay parking and noise 
concerns. 

"We've done our best to make our requests to the 
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town a collaboration with our neighbors," Quirk said. 

ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc asked how the 
study was calculated. 

Mike Berry of Musco Lighting, presented a glare 
study that demonstrated light spillage would not disturb 
the neighborhood. Berry said that use of LED blubs at that 
height provides better illumination than older halogen 
lights, and the increased height would provide the correct 
geometry for the beams. But concerns remained. 

The Planning Board submitted a letter pointing 
to such issues as parking, pedestrian safety, traffic, and 
light pollution, all problems they thought required further 
consideration. Some abutters concurred. 

Heather Burke, 68 Front Street, said, "This is a 
bad idea that continues. There's no benefit to the town. 
Initially the town was opposed. Frankly, citizens are tired 
of this project." She went on to say that if the permit was 
granted then it should include language that clearly spells 
out the availability of the fields for town events. Burke, an 
ORR School Committee member, added that other fields 
were available for night games, such as at ORR. Burke 
said that effective screening of the lights at the height 
requested would be impossible. 

Shelly Richins, 22 Cottage Street, said the light 
towers would be unattractive and wondered how that 
could add value to her property. 

Bob Sanderson, 17 Ryder Lane, said he currently 
enjoys a harbor view and that at night the lights would 
give the area a stadium look. He too questioned the 
impact on property values. 

But not everyone expressed displeasure with the 
application. 

Barbara Sanderson said, "I like the idea of lights. 
We watch the games; it's a fun thing to do. I like it. It's a 
nice part of the neighborhood." 

Jay Ryder, a former Planning Board member, 
said that before Quirk's appointment as head of school, 
relationships between Tabor and the municipality were 
strained, but since his appointment things had improved. 

"My feeling is there's been so much litigation, so 
much money spent we will never know what the lights 
are like until the lights are up," Ryder said. "Let's try 
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them for a year." 

Albin Johnson, 47 Spring Street, said he had 
reviewed the engineering plan for the lighting system and 
was satisfied it would not impose a negative impact on 
the neighborhood. 

Quirk said that, at the present time, the plan 
was to use the lights to allow play to continue after dark 
and for occasional night games. LeBlanc asked him if 
he could provide a calendar of events that would show 
the school's schedule for night use. The ZB A also asked 
for visual renderings of the light poles to aid in a better 
understanding of how they would look once erected. 

Debate and discussion continued for nearly two 
hours as pros and cons were weighed. At one point. Quirk 
said that there were philosophical questions regarding 
the lighting plan and asked for candor from the ZBA 
members and the abutters, saying, "This is very important 
to us. Can we overcome hurtles?" 

ZBA member Katherine Mahoney said she 
believed she didn't have all the information necessary and 
that this wasn't a power struggle or debate. 

The board members said they needed more time 
and more details. The hearing was continued until July 26. 

Also continued was a request for a change of 
use Special Permit submitted by Teeracai Srisirikul, 
for property located at 362 Front Street. Currently 
the structures on the property are permitted for use 
as commercial condominiums. Srisirikul requested 


consideration of a plan that would convert the buildings 
into residential units. 

The ZBA members felt they needed bylaw 
clarifications from town counsel. The hearing was 
continued until July 12. 

A Variance hearing for Constance Dolan, 9 Beach 
Street, for the construction of an attached one-car garage 
found Mahoney questioning the hardship Dolan was 
using in the application - property value in parity with 
her neighbors'. 

There was also a question in Mahoney's 
estimation regarding how the bylaw describes a non¬ 
conformity. Shippey attempted to explain how a building 
may conform on one side but not another and thus, if 
the garage were permitted, that side of the home would 
now be non-conforming requiring the application to be a 
Variance versus a Special Permit. 

Mahoney was not convinced the applicant had 
fully checked all the boxes for a Variance to be granted, 
but the board closed the hearing, telling Dolan they had 
90 days to render a decision. 

Later in the evening, after the conference room 
cleared but before the meeting was adjourned, Mahoney 
circled back to the Dolan application, saying, "I don't see 
a hardship." 

ZBA member Betsy Dunn said they had done it 
many times in the past but wasn't sure under what type of 
filing. Mahoney said, "Property values are not our issue." 
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The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for June 28 at 7:30 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

It's a Go for 'Gaga' 

Marion Conservation Commission

During his third appearance before the Marion 
Conservation Commission on June 13, aspiring Eagle 
Scout Jackson St. Don got the 'go-ahead' for his Gaga 
ball pit, his chosen project for his completion of his Eagle 
Scout requirements. 

St. Don's Gaga ball pit is planned for Silvershell 
Beach and now that the Board of Selectmen, the 
Recreation Department, and the Department of Public 
Works have all signed off to either approve or assume 
responsibility of removing the ball pit before serious 
storm events, the Marion Conservation gave its final 
approval. 

Gaga ball is a game any age and any number 
of people can enjoy at the same time. It is dubbed the 
"kinder, gentler version of dodge ball" by The Gaga 
Center in New York, and the game involves a group 
inside an octagonal ring trying to hit other players with 
a soft foam ball below the knees. It is a quick, high action 
game that can be enjoyed by anyone, said Jackson, 
which is why he chose the Gaga ball pit as his gift to the 
community. 
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The pit will be a 22-foot diameter octagon with 
a sand floor and 30-inch high sides made of pressure- 
treated wood. After two prior meetings, the commission 
had no further questions on the details of the project. 

"I appreciate you going through this somewhat 
arduous process," said Commission Member Shaun 
Walsh. "And hopefully it's been a good experience for 
you coming before a number of boards as part of your 
Scout project and presenting it to folks that need to sign 
off on it, and I appreciate the [gift] you've given us ... I 
think it would be a great addition to the beach and to all 
the kids that play down there, so I'm looking forward to 
seeing it." 

Chairman Cynthia Trinidad wished St. Don good 
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luck, saying he did a good job, given the unexpected 
surprise of having to file a Request for Determination of 
Applicability 

"It is what it is," said Trinidad. "It's government 
- so now you can get extra credit from your social studies 
teacher. I'll write you a letter." 

St. Don expects to complete the project 
immediately. 

In other matters, Kevin Cuzzi was given a 
Negative Determination (no Notice of Intent required) for 
his Request for Determination of Applicability to install 
a 100-gallon propane tank on a concrete pad between the 
house and shed at 35 East Avenue. 

The commission approved the Dexter Beach 
Association's request for a three-year extension of a 
permit to eradicate phragmites from two areas and re¬ 
seed them with native grasses. There was a concern as to 
whom specifically would be applying the herbicide, and 
the president of the association told the commission that 
the same association member has applied it since 1998 
when the original permit was issued. The commission 
urged the association to hire a professional to eradicate 
the invasive reeds once and for all, since the eradication 
has been ongoing for 20 years and the area is still choking 
on phragmites. 

Timothy Eilertsen was approved and given an 
Oder of Conditions for his Notice of Intent to build a 26- 
foot by 38-foot house with a 16-foot by 24-foot attached 
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garage. Engineer Doug Schneider said the plan calls for a 
row of boulders on the west side of the property to mark 
the 15-foot 'no-touch' zone. 

Samuel Barrington of 37 Holmes Street was given 
a Negative Determination for his RDA for a 576 square- 
foot in-ground swimming pool with a cement deck 8 feet 
wide at the east entrance of the pool and 3 inches on the 
sides and opposite end. 

Carmine Martignetti received a Negative 
Determination for his RDA to demolish an existing house 
and establish a lawn (loam and seed) within the former 
footprint of the demolished house at 75 Moorings Road. 

The commission approved an extension permit 
for an Order of Conditions for utility service relocation 
on Moorings Road for applicant Moorings QPRT with 
minimal discussion. The permit was extended until 
September 10, 2021, at the applicant's request. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 27 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Police Chief Proposes Emergency 
Access for Sippican

No one knew that ingress and egress during 
emergencies was an impending problem at Sippican 
School until this winter when a fallen tree and live utility 
wires blocked the entrance to the rear entrance to the 
Sippican School campus. 

The Marion School Committee made a last- 
minute addition to its agenda on June 14 to consider a 
proposal for an emergency access road to Sippican School 
and, after a brief discussion, approved the additional 
entrance/exit off Route 6. 

"This past winter we had many storms," said 
Superintendent Doug White. "That includes one when 
our roads into the school actually got blocked and you 
couldn't actually get to the back of the school." 

Although the situation was managed with the 
assistance of the Police and Fire Departments, Police 
Chief John Garcia approached White and asked the 
administration to let him investigate other possible points 
of ingress and egress at Sippican School. 

"And what he found as he was looking at the 
space and the areas around our school is there's already 
a cutout on Route 6 that follows the back of our ball field 
here, and with the help of the Town DPW they're willing 
to clear that up and make it so that it would be available 
to us," White said. 

In addition, that route already has a gate to the 
entrance. White said. 

The access road would be an emergency exit only, 
allowing an entrance for emergency personnel. 

"In collaborating with the Town departments... 
other shoring up needs to happen... [so] trucks and busses 
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can travel over that area," said White. 

The committee approved the access, and School 
Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini applauded the 
measure. 

"I appreciate the Town being so proactive to try to 
figure out...how we prevent this from happening again," 
said Marcolini. "I think this is the only [elementary 
school] that just has that one way in and one way out." 

And with the gate and route already established, 
Marcolini added, "I think that 100 percent makes sense 
from a safety perspective." 

In other matters, Sippican School will 
again forego offering any School Choice slots to 
students outside the district under the advisement of 
Superintendent Doug White. 

For the last several years, Sippican School has not 
participated in School Choice, "And at our current status 
and the way we're structured and how we're funded, 
at this time it wouldn't be beneficial to [offer] School 
Choice," White said. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for September 5 at 6:30 pm at 
Sippican School. 

RMS to Reassess Homework Policy

Homework. Like skinned knees, bedtimes. 
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thinking or teacher thinking or stakeholder thinking 
about that." 

The standard homework policy is for teachers to 
assign roughly 10 minutes of homework per grade level 
- which means a range of, for example, 30 minutes per 
night for a 3rd-grader and an hour for a 6th-grader. 

"I was curious more than anything about where 
we are with homework," Fernandes said. But, she added, 
or course, "If it ain't broke don't fix it, I guess." 

Superintendent Doug White said there is an 
existing homework policy, but perhaps it is time to take 
a fresh look at it and study it to determine what value 
homework has within the district for teachers, students, 
and parents. 


and finishing your vegetables, it's a typical part of the 
collective childhood experience. The Rochester School 
Committee, however, wants to revisit the topic of 
homework, investigate how it is assigned, determine what 
students are really getting out of it, and decide whether 
the current homework policy is adequate or antiquated. 

On June 14, School Committee member Anne 
Fernandes raised the question on homework, saying she 
vaguely recalls a prior conversation the committee had 
pertaining to a tentative survey of families and teachers 
on the subject of homework. 

"The reason that I raised this question at all, " 
Fernandes said, "Is there are two sides of the fence ... and 
I'm not sure if we're updated enough to reflect family 
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The Center for Public Education, a national 
resource for current research, data, and analysis 
on education issues, says research on the subject of 
homework has produced mixed results. Some studies 
suggest that homework under certain conditions does 
indeed benefit certain children; other studies show no 
benefit, while others suggest a negative effect. 

For example, some research suggests homework 
benefits older students more often than younger ones, and 
some of the data suggests lower-income students with 
fewer resources, including technology, do not benefit as 
much as students of high-income families. Another study 
suggested that too much homework might diminish 
homework's effectiveness.

The homework policy in the Rochester Memorial 
School student handbook currently reads, "Homework is 
an integral part of the learning process and necessary for 
student success. Students are responsible for completing 
all assigned work by teachers. Grade level teachers will 
inform students about their homework policies." 

"It's pretty open-ended," White said. "Even more 
so for each teacher." 

White said, should the committee so desire, 
perhaps the joint school districts' policy subcommittee 
should take up the policy for review. 

The three elementary school districts tend to 
share the same policies across the board. White said, 
for cohesiveness and consistency in the expectations of 
students as they all converge at the junior high school. 

White suggested a review of the current research 
and for the committee to consider, "[Does] the policy 
really drive the work that we want to see happen in our 
schools?" 

"I agree," said School Committee member Robin 
Rounseville. "I think it probably needs a little bit more 
investigation." She pointed out that the policy has not 
been looked at in years. "And it probably is time to look 
at... [whether we are] doing kids a service or a disservice 
in the amount of homework that they get, given that some 
kids may complete it in the allotted 10 minutes per grade 
and others may not." 

Life happens, as Rounseville pointed out, "And 
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sometimes a night is just not meant for homework in 
some houses." 

"I would certainly like to see it looked at more," 
said Rounseville. "I think a survey is also a great idea ... 
[for] both staff and families." 

School Committee member Sharon Hartley 

agreed. 

"It is an interesting topic and it definitely has 
some strong feelings on various sides," Hartley said. "It's 
time to take a look." 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos said 
the conversation "struck a chord" with her. 

"You mentioned the idea of parents, and it 
strikes me that homework in itself is kind of a three-way 
endeavor — it's a parent's responsibility, it's a teacher's 
responsibility to assign and promote meaningful 
homework and to really understand really why they're 
assigning it... and the student has a responsibility as 
well for the completion of it in a way that's timely, neat," 
said Frangos. "It's really a three-way opportunity in that 
homework can never be issued as a punishment or 'busy' 
work or something that's meaningless." 

Frangos continued, "There's a purpose and a 
function for it, whatever that may be," whether it be 
creative work or a long-term project. She suggested that 
teachers have a responsibility to never ask for homework 
that must be completed using any resources or materials 
that are outside the average scope of typical materials 
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available to all families, including technology, "... and 
assuming there's a digital device where there might not 
be," she added. 

Frangos concluded that, perhaps, the district's 
homework policy is antiquated and should be updated, 
keeping feedback from parents in mind. 

"Doug and I have not heard of these challenges 
from parents, but we are always mindful of the digital 
divide and thinking about what we need to lend to 
kids ... to support kids who may not have them," said 
Frangos. 

Rounseville said she is familiar with the opposing 
attitudes of different teachers, saying, "[Some teachers] 
have said, 'I want you to keep at it until it's acceptable,' 
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versus ... 'I want to see what your child struggled with/" 
"So it sounds like it's going back to the policy 
subcommittee," said School Committee Chairman Tina 
Rood.

If you asked an Old Rochester student for their 
opinion of Geralyn Dias, the answer would likely be one 
of endurance, with fond remembrance of either a cooking 
class or learning in her Early Childhood Education class 

Mrs. Dias, an ORR teacher of 22 years, is retiring 
this year, and many are sad to see her go. Dias herself is 
sad to leave, but all of her students are happy that she will 
be able to relax and enjoy herself from June 25 onward. 

Preschool teachers Janet Gauvin and Shawn 
Sweet also lament Dias' departure. Upon her leave, 
Gauvin will teach Child Development and the Early 
Childhood Education classes, and Sweet will be teaching 
full-time in the preschool along with Mrs. Gauvin. 

"She has a wonderful way of connecting with 
people and providing support and encouragement 
when needed," said Gauvin. "I will miss seeing her 
smile whenever she popped her head in the preschool 
classroom to say hello." 

Over the years, Dias has contributed much to 
the school's community through a variety of classes and 
programs, though not all of them were for high schoolers. 
The preschool program, initiated by Dias, is a way of 
allowing high school students to work with preschool 
children within the high school and practice their skills 
from the Early Childhood class. The preschool program 
provides the opportunity to gain real-life experience 
outside of the usual classroom environment.

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by the high school student 'teachers' every two weeks. 

The purpose of the program was to promote language 
development and literacy and getting away from the use 
of electronic devices. Reading with an adult is still the 
best way to practice language, focus on ideas, and spend 
quality time with parents. 

"I believe that any time reading is encouraged, it's 
helpful," said Sweet. "The preschoolers really seemed to 
enjoy the idea and had fun rotating the book bags." 

The program wasn't only assisting the 
children's education, though. "It also helped the 
student, teachers, and parents," Gauvin explained. "It 
provided opportunities for the student teachers to choose 
appropriate books for children ages three to five, based on 
their developmental levels and personal interests; and, it 
helped parents understand how much we, as educators, 
value books and recognize the importance of reading to 
children on a daily basis." 

Dias was also in charge of the cooking classes at 
ORR.

ORR Girls' Lacrosse Finishes Strong Season 

High School Sports Update

Only one team got the better of Old Rochester 
girls' lacrosse during the regular season, with the 
Bulldogs heading into postseason play 19-1 as the sixth 
seed in all of Division 1 South. It was going to take an 
impressive team to knock the Bulldogs off, and that's 
exactly what they ran into in the quarter finals of the 
MIAA Div. 1 South Sectional tournament, falling 14-3 
to No. 2 Wellesley, the eventual South Sectional finals 
champs, who will also be contending for the state title in 
the finals matchup on June 23. 

This run, where the Bulldogs went 2-1, was also 
the first time Old Rochester girls' lacrosse competed 
at the Div. 1 level for the MIAA State Tournament. Old 
Rochester was able to knock off No. 11 Milton 15-6 and 
pull off the upset in a 14-13 nail-biter against No. 3 
Duxbury. 

"The second game against Duxbury was arguably 
our most complete game of the year," Old Rochester 
coach Scott Tavares said. "Our ability to be ultra- 
competitive and be in every single draw. [Duxbury] did 
a nice job, but we were one step quicker, one catch better, 
and just controlled possession better than Duxbury." 

Hats off to Wellesley, said Tavares. "They were 
just the better team." 

And if anyone had told the Bulldogs prior to the 
season they would do this well in the postseason, even 
with the change in division, most players would not have 
believed the prediction. 

"When I told them at the beginning of the season 
that we were going to compete at the Division 1 level, 
they were kind of taken aback a little bit by it," said 
Tavares. "We're playing against some pretty big-time 
schools in Division 1, numbers-wise and enrollment-wise. 
If you look at the chart, we're the lowest enrollment of 
any Division 1 South school. There are 28 schools and 
we're dead last." 

Despite being outgunned, the Bulldogs clearly 
displayed they will not be overmatched, regardless of 
what division they compete at. 

A large portion of that is thanks to the star- 
power this team possessed, featuring five South Coast 
Conference All-Stars, making up over a third of the 
conference's all-star roster (14). 

The SCC coaches selected Madison Cooney as the league 
MVP, while Megan Shay, Caroline Thomas, Mary Butler, 
and Katherine Tracy were all chosen as conference all¬ 
stars. 

Old Rochester baseball had two players selected 
to the SCC all-star roster: pitcher / infielder Mike 
Kennefick and pitcher / first baseman Adam Breault. Old 
Rochester shortstop Jake Asiaf and center fielder Chris 
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LaBelle were SCC honorable mention. 

Old Colony 

Old Colony athletics finished off the spring 
season with 10 conference all-stars -- two being league 
MVPs — across four sports. 

Ian Vezina was the Cougars' lone representative 
on the Mayflower Athletics Conference Small Vocational 
All-Star team. 

Elana Sargent was elected the Mayflower Small 
girls' lacrosse MVP. Old Colony also has three league 
all-stars: Baylee Amaral, Mya Medeiros, and Molly 
Lankeiwski. 

Old Colony had two all-stars in softball: Makayla 
Murray and Emily Littles. Murray finished the year with 
a .368 / .543 / .456 slash line and had 21 hits, 23 RBI, five 
doubles, and scored 27 times over 21 games. Littles had a 
.500/.563/.564 line and had 31 hits, 17 RBI, four doubles, 
and scored 16 runs in 19 games. She also took on most 
of the work on the mound for the Cougars, throwing in 
110 out of a possible 124 innings this season. Little went 
12-7 with a 4.20 ERA, striking out 154 (career high) while 
walking only 36. 

Drew Sullivan was Old Colony's other league 
MVP, winning the honor in baseball. He hit .492 over 18 
games and had a 1.237 OPS, both team highs. Sullivan 
also led the Cougars in hits (30), RBI (24), doubles (10), 
and was tied for the lead in triples (one).

All-Stars. Bumpus posted a .344 average with a .900 OPS 
and scored a team high of 23 runs. Bumpus also finished 
second on the team in RBI (17), third in doubles (five), 
and tied Sullivan with one triple. Bumpus also had an 
impressive year on the mound, going 4-1 with a 2.66 ERA. 
He struck out 35 batters over 26 1 / 3 innings, logging a 
team 11.96 strikeouts per nine innings rate.

We are not the only ones who will miss 
this historical Marion institution, and we want to thank 
the Ludeses for all that they have done for the Town of 
Marion. 

Cecilia Plumb started the Bookstall in 1960 in 
a small building at 134 Front Street. She ran it at that 
location for three years, then sold the business to Patricia 
Converse McDonald, who moved it to its present location 
at 151 Front Street. McDonald owned the Bookstall from 
1963 - 1978. According to her son, Peter McDonald, his 
mother used to review galleys for publishers to give her 
opinion before a book was published. One of the galleys 
she reviewed favorably was the 1977 best-selling novel. 
The Thorn Birds , by Australian writer Colleen McCullough. 

The next owner of the Bookstall was Lorna 
Eames, who owned it from 1978 - 1983. She sold it 
to Michael and Carol Cudahy, who ran it for the next 
three years. In 1986, Joyce and Bruce West bought The 
Bookstall and owned it for six years, before selling it to 
Sally Flunsdorfer in 1992. Flunsdorfer ran The Bookstall 
for 13 years and added a coffee cafe in the side room. In 
2005, Mimi Putnam bought the Bookstall and ran it for 
five years before selling it to Doris and Jack Ludes in 2010. 
As many of you know, the book business has changed 
drastically during the age of Amazon and Kindles. 

I frequently purchase out-of-print Marion 
historical books on a website called American Book 
Exchange. Recently, I purchased a used copy of The

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 

but over 
100 were 
catalogued 
and 

photographed. 
The results 
of the survey 
are in digital 
form on the 
Massachusetts 
Historical 
Commission's 
website and 

in four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. 

This installment features 2 Lewis Street. Water 
Street may have begun as a Native American trail. 

Known as Harbor Lane at the turn of the century, it 
developed into an elite summer enclave in the late 19th 
and early 20th century. Built in the 1890s, the one-and- 
one-half story. Shingle-style cottage called Point Rock 
Cottage at 2 Lewis Street overlooks Sippican Harbor. It 
is situated at the intersection of Lewis and Water Streets. 
David W. Lewis, a building-materials magnate, resided 
here until the early 1910s. His company, located in 
Boston, sold "Akron Sewer Pipe and Land Tile, Fire Brick, 
Chimney Tops, Chimney Flue Linings and F.O. Norton's 
Rosindale and Portland Cements."

Bike Share comes to Mattapoisett 

An effort to bring bike rental to Mattapoisett 
has been successful. The Town's recent approval of 
VeoRides' proposal for a pilot program has resulted in 
30 bikes placed in six strategic locations. These bikes 
are available for public use. The locations are shown on 
the downloadable app. Any one using the bikes should 
read the VeoRides user agreement fully. But here are the 
basics: 

-You need a smart phone and a credit card. 

-One phone only unlocks one bike. You can't use one 
phone to unlock multiple bikes. 

-Age 13 and older are allowed to use the bikes. 

-Helmets recommended. The Town is working on making 
loaners available NOTE: state law requires all cyclists 15 
and younger to wear helmets. 

- To access the bikes, download the app and put a few 
dollars in your account to start. Once you unlock the 
bike, it will draw from your account in 50 cent increments 
every 15 minutes. 

- One-way riding is allowed. Just make sure: 


1) You lock the bike when you are done (or it will keep 
charging you) 

2) Park it where someone from the general public can 
see it and don't block driveways or sidewalks or entries. 
Parking it near other bikes is helpful. 

3) You can only ride in Fairhaven and Mattapoisett. 

- If you haven't been on a bike in a while, practice in a 
parking lot first. 

- Each one teach one - if you see someone interested in 
them, please explain how it works.

Annihilation. Starring Natalie Portman and Jennifer 
Jason Leigh. Directed by Alex Garland. Running time: 
115 minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now available on home 
video. 

The legitimately unnerving sci-fi horror film 
Annihilation is, of course, about more than its events. It 
uses alien life and mutation to reach a sidewise view of 
human alienation and depression. Which may not make 
it sound like a hoot and a half, and it isn't — the movie is 
humorless in a way that tends to inspire either derision 
or protectiveness. I fall on the protective side: Annihilation 
is the real deal, doing what science fiction and horror are 
supposed to do, speaking dark truths about our condition 
while planting seeds of dread in fertile imaginative soil. 

Its writer-director Alex Garland, liberally 
adapting a novel by Jeff VanderMeer with elements of 
Lovecraft's "The Colour out of Space" and other works, 
also gave us 2015's Ex Machina , which probed artificial 
intelligence and the lack of humanity of the humans 
who develop it. One might conclude Garland doesn't 
like us as a species very much, but I think he values 
our flaws, which make for good drama. Annihilation is 
informed as much by the disease-sympathizing ethos of 
David Cronenberg as by anything else; in Cronenberg, 
a disease that kills a human is only trying to live and 
thrive. The alien atmosphere, a rainbow barrier known as 
the Shimmer brought here by a meteor, makes odd and 
colorful tangles of the landscape and mutates the local 
wildlife. "It's not destroying," says biologist Lena (Natalie 
Portman). "It's making something new." 

Lena's soldier husband Kane (Oscar Isaac) has 
come back from the Shimmer seemingly an empty husk, 
soon hemorrhaging badly. Kane has been MIA for a year, 
and Lena volunteers to accompany a group of scientists 
into the Shimmer. The mission is to reach a lighthouse 
struck by the meteor and come back — if they can come 
back — with some data. The team, led by psychologist 
Jennifer Jason Leigh, is all-female; much has been made 
of recent distaff reboots of sausage-fests like Ghostbusters 
and Ocean's 11, but Annihilation sort of gives us a stealth 
all-woman The Thing. (Gina Rodriguez's paramedic, Tessa 



Thompson's physicist and Tuva Novotny's geologist 
round out the group.) Some of the wild and elaborate 
redrawing the Shimmer does to humans rivals the taffy- 
pull aesthetic of Rob Bottin's groundbreaking effects 
for The Thing with a side order of H.R. Giger's tortured 
biomechanics. 

So, yeah. Annihilation may be made out of used 
parts, but it's Garland's thematic emphasis that sets the 
film on its own track. Lena has spent a year wallowing 
in grief, deflecting the advances of a colleague she 
eventually sleeps with. The inclusion of this man (David 
Gyasi), from the strict perspective of "moving the plot 
forward," seems extraneous, but emotionally it feels 
right. Portman's Lena is sometimes prickly even in the 
relatively happy flashbacks we see of her with Kane; she 
isn't a natural hero or an easy one, and all her teammates 
also have demons — addiction, self-harm, bereavement, 
cancer. Annihilation is partly about self-annihilation and 
all its forms, and what this means for the cast is that they 
all get to tear into complex, wounded female characters. 
Needless to say, the film also passes the Bechdel Test eight 
ways to Sunday. 

Is the movie also anti-human, casting us 
metaphorically as invaders who deform everything 
around us? (Remember The Matrix and its humans- 
as-virus speech, or countless others.) As I said, I think 
Garland prizes us warts and all; you can't tell stories 
about the intersection of humans and AI, or humans 
and alien life, without the humans. Garland, though, 
also wants us to consider the hopes and dreams of the 
interloper, the tumor, the invasive depressive thought, 
the non-belonger who shapes its surroundings until it 
belongs. The movie illustrates the difference between 
xenophobia and understanding. It is human, I suspect, to 
fear the other, to the point of kidnapping and jailing the 
other's children. Annihilation and its themes appear loudly 
relevant right now, but in truth its concerns will always 
apply and it will be evergreen.
